
 INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT 
SATURDAY, DECEMBER 31, 2005 – 1000 MST 

NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 1 
 
 

CURRENT SITUATION: 
 
Initial attack activity was light nationally with 59 new fires reported.  One new large fire was 
reported, and three were contained in the Southern Area.  Very high to extreme fire indices were 
reported in Kansas, Nebraska, South Dakota and Texas. 
 
 

SOUTHERN AREA INCIDENTS/LARGE FIRES: 
 

NORTH CENTRAL TEXAS IA, Texas Forest Service.  A Unified Command between a Type 1 
Incident Management Team (Quesinberry) and a Type 2 Incident Commander (Hannemann), 
representing the state of Texas, is in place in Granbury, TX.  The Unified Command will assist 
local resources in managing existing fires and initial attack within the established response area in 
Texas.  One new fire for 10 acres was reported yesterday within the response area.  Figures in 
the table represent cumulative fire activity to date for the response area. 
 
MISSION, Wewoka Agency, Bureau of Indian Affairs.  This fire is two miles south of Seminole, OK 
in grass.  Four residences and two commercial properties were destroyed.  Moderate fire behavior 
was observed. 

PINE SPRINGS, Oklahoma Division of Forestry.  This fire is ten miles north of Centerpoint, OK in 
grass and understory.  No new information was reported. 

ALLEN, Oklahoma Division of Forestry.  This fire is six miles north of Hugo, OK in grass.  No new 
information was reported.

COMMON DENOMINATORS OF FIRE BEHAVIOR ON TRAGEDY FIRES 

Five common denominators that contribute to accidents/incidents have been identified through 
studies of tragedy fires. It is important for firefighters to readily recognize the following common 
denominators so that future tragedies can be prevented: 

  

 Most incidents happen on smaller fires or on isolated portions of larger fires. 

 Most fires are innocent in appearance before unexpected shifts in wind direction and/or speed 
results in flare-ups or extreme fire behavior. In some cases, tragedies occur in the mopup 
stage. 

 Flare-ups generally occur in deceptively light fuels, such as grass and light brush. 

 Fires run uphill surprisingly fast in chimneys, saddles, gullies, and on steep slopes. 

 Some suppression tools, such as helicopters or airtankers, can adversely affect fire behavior. 
The blasts of air from low-flying helicopters and airtankers have been known to cause flare-ups.
